DU N E D IN. 

Tuesday, 7.50 p.m. 

The case Macassey n. Bell has at last been 
finally settled. Defendant admits the impu- 
tations conveyed in the article in the Star, 
reflecting on the conduct of Macassey in 
connection with the famous Chinese petition, 
to be untrue and unfounded. All further 
proceedings are now stopped. 

The barque Comet which left Dunedin for 
Hobart Town in February last has not been 
heard of since. She was insured for £2000 
in the Standard Co. 

The theatre services on Sunday evenings 
are attended by greater crowds than ever. 

The following resolutions are the outcome 
of the great Maori meeting at the Heads : — ■ 
Proposed by Tairoia : “ That a collection 
should be made to contest the validity of the 
purchase deeds of 1844, 1848, and 1853 ; and 
(2) that one or more Maoris should be sent 
to England, with a lawyer, to petition the 
Queen and Parliament for justice.” — Carried 
unanimously. Proposed by Topi, of Rua- 
puki : “That in the .first place 'the sum of 
£5600 should be raised for the foregoing pur- 
pose and if that sum should be consumed r 
before the matter is settled, another £5000 
should be collected." — Carried. Henare 

Mahnika, of Kaiapoi, proposed : “ That the 
Maoris who go to England shall be paid one 
guinea per day while engaged in the work in 
New Zealand, and two guineas per day in 
England . that the Chairman arrange with a 
lawyer, ; and that .the passages of all. both 
ways be paid by the tribe.” — Carried. 

Two suits against married women for’ the 
recovery of Shotover Company’s calls were 
adjourned by the Magistrate. His Worship 
expressed the opinion that according to law 
companies could not register married women 
as shareholders.

Summarising the proceedings of the late 
aession of Council, the Daily Times says We 
repeat it, from a variety of causes this last Coun- 
cil has abdicated the position to which it was 
■called by its constituents, and divested itself of 
the powers entrusted to it ; they have been care- 
less of the responsibilities with which it was 
charged, and tne crime, like every crime, will 
bear its fruits next year, in a whole host of 
charges, and counter charges, of jobbery, corrup- 
tion, and the like. 

Up to the present time, the season has 
been a very open one, and, well suited to the 
mining industry around Cromwell, although a 
scarcity of water is yet experienced. At 
the Nevis, winter has set in with full 
•severity, and a general exodus of miners is 
-taking place. Some spend their holiday in Dun- 
edin, while others have chosen the Southland 
■district. Most of the workers on this Held have 
put together tidy snms, and will no doubt enjoy 
their well-earned, spell. 

Mr J, M’Kersie, Carrick, addresses a 
letter to the Mercury on the subject of the re- 
commendation of the Private Petitions Commit- 
tee to pay Mr Stuart £150 compensation for the 
■construction by him of approaches to the ffawa- 
rau punt, and which worn it was alleged had 
"been utilised in forming a portion of . the main 
mad to Cromwell. Mr M’Kersie says l wish 
to draw the attention of the public to the fact 
that incorrect evidence ulust havo been given in 
this case, as every resident in this district is 
perfectly aware that hot one inch of the road 
made by Mr Stuart at present forms part of the 
main road to from well! Since "Mr Stiiart left 
the Bannockburn the approaches which he made 
to bis ferry. have been completely atiiiikliViiJd. 

Considerable public stir is being' made 
at' Oainaru, Tokomairiro, and other towns 
about the high price of bread.. At the places 
mentioned the 41b loaf is 8d, and one writer 
gives figures -to BhoW that at this price the baker 
has a profit of £12 16s 8d out of every ton of 
Hour. The Herald records that a large and in- 
fluential public meeting was held at Tokomai- 
Hro on Saturday night to take steps “ to bring 
about a reduction in the price of bread, and if 
necessary to establish a co-operative bakery.” 
A resolution was proposed — “That this meeting 
pledges itself to support any baker who will sup- 
ply bread at sixpence per quartern loaf.” An 
amendment ” That a co-operative bread-supply 
association be formed,” was carried, and a large 
committee appointed to give effect thereto. The 
price of the “ staff of life” in Cromwell is Is. the 
-41b loaf. 

The ordinary fortnightly meeting of the 
Town Council took place on Friday evening, 
there being present the Mayor, Crs Arndt, Tay- 
lor, and Talboys. The business transacted was 
unimportant and may be briefly summarised. 
An offer from Mr James Stuart to kerb the 
pathway in front of his house was referred to the 
Works Committee. The Mayor reported what 
steps had been taken in the settlement of 
Straban and Barker’s water rights, which did 
not indicate much progress. It was resolved to 
-ask Constable M’Gann to act as Inspector of 
Nuisances, at a salary of £5. Tenders were 
opened for the metalling of Melmore -street from 
opposite the Post-office to the Town Hall. 
There were three offers, that of Mr G. B. Doug- 
las, at £78 (or £6 10s a chain) being accepted. 
A motion by Or Arndt, seconded by Cr Taylor, 
■was carried— That Mr Barr (Barr and Oliver) be 
instructed to advertise for supply of pipes, to be 
delivered in Dunedin not later than 1st Septem- 
ber, using his own d'eeretion as to details. The 
Clerk was instructed to take the necessary steps 
for the forthcoming election of Mayor. 

We regret to learn that the rumors 
affecting the character of a Government officer in 
a neighboring town, referred to by us last week, 
have turned oat too true. The official alluded 
to is Mr Walter W. Vause, who has hold the 
position of Postmaster and telegraphist at 
Alexandra for a number of years, and had made 
many friends in that locality. Unfortunately 
for himself and family, he appears to have fallen 
into temptation, and now stands committed on 
a serious criminal charge, viz — embezzling cer- 
tain moneys the property of the Government. 
Accused was brought up before Mr Simpson at 
Clyde last week, when sufficient evidence was 
adduced to warrant his committal for trial at the 
Supreme Court sessions, bail being accepted to 
the amount of £300. ■ The amount of accused’s 
alleged defalcations, yet discovered, is some- 
thing under £50, and they appear to he spread 
over several accounts, including money order, 
telegraphic, postage and duty stamps. It is 
aaid considerable ingenuity was displayed in the 
manipulation of the accounts. While it is uni- 
versally regretted that one having the high at- 
tainment* which young Vause possessed — 
almost amounting to genius we are told- should 
turn them to base uses, much sympathy is felt 
for his family connections, who hold a very re- 
spectable position in society, and to whom this 
tintslimvte affair taut he a very wvere blow.

The Mayor of t\e Mnni- 
I cipal Corporation of Cromwell shall be the 
Chairman of the Board of Wardens, aid shall 
have a casting vote in cases of equality. 3 The 
Receiver of Revenue at Cromwell for th, time 
being shall be and is hereby appointed to carry 
out the said Depasturing Regulations in the said 
Cromweil District. \ 

Following upon an instance recently're- 
corded by us of a letter addressed from Chryt- 
church to a merchant hero having gone the 
rounds of the Colony, and into which, we h- 
lieve, an enquiry was made, we find that tfe 
Post Office authorities have issued a notice ii 
which they say that much difficulty is expe- 
rienced in the delivery to their right owners of 
letters imperfectly addressed, and the Post 
Office has frequently incurred unjust censure, 
either for unintentionally delivering such letters 
to wrong porsous, or for declining the responsi- 
bility of delivering them at all. The address of 
every letter ought to he full and distinct ; it is 
obvious that the correct delivery cannot in nil 
cases be secured unless the name of the street 
and occupation, when any, be added in the ad- 
dress of the letter to the name of the person to 
whom the letter is intended to tie given. The 
practice of addressing letters to a town onty, 
prevails to a large extent, and it has become 
necessary to call special attention to the matter, 
in order to prevent not only the delay which 
such letters are in all eases liable to suffer, hut 
also the danger to which they are exposed of 
being delivered to wrong persons and lost alto- 
gether.

CROMWELL HOSPITAL. 

— , — * 

The ordinary monthly meeting of tho Dis- 
trict Hospital Cuinnuteo was held in the 
Town Hull on the evening of Thursday last, 
— Mr Dawkins (President) in the chair. 
The following members were present— 
Messrs Arndt, Goodger, Marsh, Taylor (IV.), 
Starkey and Solomon. 

Minutes of Building Committee and last 
ordinary meetings were read and confirmed. 

The correspondence, inward and outward, 
was read and appro red. 1 1 was unimportant,. 

Tho Surgeon's report was then read. It 
showed that during the months of May and 
June seven patients had been admitted to 
the Institution, five of . whom had been dis- 
charged cured. The number of outdoor 
patients treated had not been kept, as the 
necessary books had yet to bo supplied. An 
appendix to the report recommended that the 
Committee of Management should lose no 
time in procuring the necessary drugs, and 
instruments, &o., as the Hospital could not 
be said to be ready for the reception and 
treatment of patients until this was done. 

The Visiting Committee, Messrs Arndt 
and Goodger, also submitted their report as 
under 

Gentlemen, — We have muoh pleasure in hand 
ing you our first report on the management of 
the Cromwell Hospital. We have visited it on 
several occasions, and find the arrangements on 
the whole, and for a new institution, satisfac- 
tory. We are glad to report that at present 
there are only few inmates, and theBe in a fair 
way of recovery. 

We had a conversation with Doctor Stirling. 
His report will be handed to you this evening. 
He mentioned to us the necessity of hiving 
proper Hospital books, and we would recommend 
these books to he procured without further 
delay. We also hand you a letter from him on 
the supply of medicine for the Hospital, and 
would suggest that yon take it into your serious 
consideration, as it is a matter of great impor- 
tance. 

We would recommend the necessity of erect- 
ing a suitable outhouse, to bB used for wash, and 
coal-house.. 

If funds permit, it would be a great advantage 
to fence the grounds tielonging to the Hospital, 
or even -a portion, to be used as a vegetable 
garden. 

There are several other small items which are 
necessary, and should bo procured, and to which 
we draw your attention. 

In conclusion, we are happy to report on the 
very creditable manner iu which the institution 
is conducted, riuuh patients as have been in- 
mates speak in terms of highest praise of Dr 
•Stirling's attention and the kind treatment of 
master and matron. 

The report* were received and adopted. 

A discussion ensued as to the best means 
of supplying the Hospital with drugs, &c., 
Messrs Marsh and Goodger favoring the 
ide3 of procuring the articles necessary at 
first hand from Messrs Kempthorne, Pros- 
Ber and Co. Mr Solomon thought it would 
be better in the meantime to deal with Mr 
Gall, the local chemist, if a satisfactory ar- 
rangement could be inado with him, as the 
Management would then be assured of get- 
ting tinctures, Ac., fresh and effective. It 
was ultimately decided to leave the matter 
in the hands of the Visiting Committee, with 
full power to act. 

On the motion of Mr Arndt, seconded by 
Mr Goodger, it was resolved to erect a lean- 
to along the rear of the Hospital, to serve 
the purposes of a coal-house, laundry, and 
temporary stable. This, with tho carrying 
out of other necessary details, was also left 
to the Visiting Committee. 

In reply to a question, the Secretary re- 
ported that nearly £500 subsidy was due 
from Government, and it was expected to be 
placed to credit in a few days. 

A number of accounts were presented and 
passed for payment subject to funds being 
available. 

It was ordered that tho report and balance- 
sheet of the Building Committee, when fur- 
nished, be published in the local paper. 

The remainder of the meeting was occu- 
pied in a conversational discussion as to 
whether an admission ticket is lost to a sub- 
scriber when it passes from his hands, 
whether it has been utilized or not, the 
general opinion being in the negative. The 
Doctor's powers with regard to tiie control of 
the Institution also caused some controversy.

LIBERTY OF THE PRESS. 

1 To the Editor of the (Iromwzm, Arotts. 

Sir, — I see that my mild appeal against what 
most intelligent men conceive to he an unusual 
proceeding (to say the least of it) on the part of 
any newspaper conductor — however paltry and 
i obscure bis organ may be — viz., the handing 
over of the manuscript of a contributor to a 
third party, to the end that the power may be 
placed in bis hands to proceed against the 
writer- has set by the ears one “Pnhlicola,” 
whose weak defence purports to come from 
Cromwell. In sending yon my letter of last 
week, I had no intention of becoming a party to 
a newspaper warfare, but was simply incited 
to place on record a protest against what is felt 
by tile public to be a breach of faith on the part 
of the Dunstan Times editor. It may be that 
neither ot the parties whose case has been the 
means of miking public Mr Fache’s peculiar 
notions of journalistic honor are worth the 
trouble of writing about, and 1 therefore will 
briefly confine myself to dealing with the views 
expressed by “ Publicola,” who evidently 
writes to order and ia ignorance of the subject 
he tries to handle. 

One would imagine from the Sir Oracle style 
of “ Pnhlicola” that he is an indisputable 
authority on Press usages. He gives his opinion 
that Mr Faehe “did quite right in adopting 
the coarse which he did" of giving up Aitchi- 
sou’s letter to Drury. Tt is rather a remarkable 
fact, however, that the universal verdict is 
quite the reverse, and I challenge “Publicola” 
to quote a single instance where any such course 
has lieen pursued by newspaper conductors who 
know their business. It is self-evident that 
when a writer assumeo anonymity and supplies 
his real nanie to the editor of a newspaper, ho 
does so under certain bona fides of honorablo 
confidence, which has come to be generally re- 
cognised and acted upon, 1 It matters not 
whether the writings be slanderous or no — the 
editor reserves to himsolf the right to publish, 
which is assumed to ha his protection ; but tha 
identity and writings of his contributors should 
be held sacred by him. Indeed, it seems to me, 
this is even a more imperative duty where his 
correspondent bos allowed himself to go beyond 
tho buun Is of discretion, instead of being the 
means of throwing a firebrand among men, it 
should be his endeavor to protect those who 
trust him, he they in over so lowly or humbla 
a position socially. [ am no apologist f >r tha 
remarks which gave occasion for the recent pro. 
ceedings ; it is the principle which is attempted 
to l*e upset that I defend, and I, with many 
others, hold that if in the particular instance 
iu point the proprietor of the Dunstan Times 
considers he did what was right and proper, 
then correspondents will know how much faith 
is to be placed in the editor for the future, and 
will no doubt address themselves to his journal 
accordingly. 

It may be that 1 know very little “ about the 
Press or its liberties either,” but of this I am 
certain— I will never learn anything in that 
respect from the Dunstan Times or “ Publicola,” 
—by the gunge of cither I should indeed be 
sorry to measure my standard of ideas, The 
spiteful reference to yonr journal is amusing as 
contemptible, and unworthy of notice only to 
remark that as a reader of the Arkus since it* 
birth, I can safely say it has set a brilliant ex- 
ample to the Dunstan Times, which it would 
have lieen well for that paper to have followed. 
Had it done so, it would by this time have 
gained a position, instead of whi- h it is recog. 
nised as the pur* ast effort of literary and me- 
chanica! ability (?) probably in New Zealand— 
certainly in Utago — and is appreciated accord* 
ingly.— X am.

A fatal s«cident occurred during last week 
at the Sandhills, Shotover, to a man named 
James Carol an, who has been working on the 
river during the past eighteen months. De- 
ceased and his mate were sinking a shaft, and 
were down about 12ft, and Carolan was be- 
low sinking. The surface had oeen removed 
from one side of the shaft to form a bench 
for convenience of throwing tin stuff. Tins 
side of the shaft suddenly slipped in, com- 
plete! v covering up deceased. FFis mate then 
jrimoed in and succeeded in uncovering his 
head down to his chin, then another slip 
filled up three or four feet more of the shaft 
end the mate extricated himself and at once 
obtained assistance. Carolan was got out 
within twentv minutes from the time of the 
accident, but life was quite extinct. Infor- 
mation was at once forwarded to Queenstown, 
and police-constable Cameron raid a visit to 
the snot, took evidence, and viewed the 
ground. No inquest was held and deceased 
was interred, the funeral being - attended by 
miners from all parts of the river.

lye recently received, by the courtesy of 
the Registrar-General, a copy of the Census 
Returns for 1874, which till now we havo 
not had timo to peruse. Therein we find 
a few.returna which may bo interesting to 
our readers. It is certainly astonishing to 
observe the gigantio strides which the Colony, 
and more especially the - Province, has made 
within the last few years. - In December 
1864, the total population, of the Colony 
amounted to 172, 000, while in 1874 it had 
increased to within a fraction of 300,000, 
gaining in the ten years almost 128,000, 
which is 10,000 more than double the popu- 
lation in 1858. Looking over the sexes, we 
find that the males predominate by some 
40,000, so that there is still plenty of room 
for the immigration of females especially. 
Otago and Southland have received in the 
decade about 28,000, or considerably more 
than one-fifth of the total gain. The num- 
ber of inhabited dwellings is 61,356, of 
which, however, 2033 are tents. Thus we 
see that we have still a considerable floating 
population, most of whom are ready for any 
fresh rush, having only to pack up, shoulder 
their homes, and go. Of the total 67,136,080 
acres in New Zealand, Auckland comes first 
with 17,000,000. and Otago follows close with 
10,038,400, while Taranaki has the least, 
amounting in all only to 2,290,000. The 
density of the population is greatest in Can- 
terbury, where there are 4.328 persons to the 
square mile ; Otago' next, with 3.396 ; and 
Marlborough last, with 1.446 : this i3 exclu- 
sive of Maoris. The number of people to 
each dwelling is greatest in Hawke’s Bay, 
where it is 5.60, while it is least in Westland 
with 3.24. The materials of which the dwel- 
lings are formed are various, but we were 
scarcely prepared to see that there were only 
1901 houses of brick and stone in the Colony, 
of which Otago alone possessed 1111, while 
there were over 51,000 structures of wood 
and iron. Of course the fact that the North 
Island is subject to occasional shocks of earth- 
quake has a tendency to discourage people 
from erecting such buildings iu the northern 
provinces. Looking over the numeration of 
the smaller towns, we find that Cromwell had 
a total of 366 inhabitants, who were housed 
in 75 dwellings, while Clyde had a total of 
311, housed in 55 dwellings. There were 5

Although the 
bulk of the population is young, or compara- 
tively yuung, we have yet a sprinkling of 
ho.iry-headed sages amongst us, there being 
215 persons over fourscore, one being 103 
years of age, and another, a native of Tahiti, 
no less than 116 years old. This venerable 
sage was au inhabitant of the Benevolent Asy- 
lum at Caversham, and he declared that lie 
distinctly remembers the visit of Captain 
Cook to Tahiti. In the Dunstan district, the 
number of population is 3515, of whom 2403 
are males and 1107 females. Turning to the 
religions of the people, we find that there are 
127,171 members of the Church of England, 
and Protestants not otherwise defined ; 
72,477 Presbyterians, 40,371 Pieman Catho- 
lics, and 25.219 Methodists. Of course there 
are the usual number of whimsical denomi- 
nations, including one individual who calls 
himself a Bible Thumper, one Old Identity, 
and one Upright and Fair person. In the 
Province of Otago there are 37,483 Presby- 
terians, 23,283 Episcopolians, 9,080 Roman 
Catholics, and. 3,483 Methodists, The pre- 
ponderance of Presbyteriaus in Otago is 
chiefly owing to its having been a Scotch set 
tlement. 

With these few extracts we will stop, but 
mav, if we find opportunity, return to the 
subject, for the compilation before us is full 
of interest, and is well deserving of a little 
attention.

The 
Government have thought it necessary to in- 
troduce a Gold Bonus Ordinance, which 
differs in this pirticular from the ill-fated 
one of last year,— that it contains a statutory 
declaration as to the gold being the produce 
of Otago. The noney is already appropriated, 
and should tie Ordinance be disallowed, 
there is no re-son why the rebate should not 
be effected . — Mount Ida Chronicle,

Tim following important judgment was 
delivered by liis Honor Judge Johnston, in 
Dunedin, on Wednesday last, in the appeal 
case Guffie and others (appellants) v. Chris-' 
tian and others (respondents). 

Mr Macassey for plaintiff, and Mr Monet 
for defendants. 

This was a special case, stated by Mr Vjl- 
son Gray, late Judge of the District Coup of 
the Otago Goldfields, under the S3rd seition 
of the Goldfields Act 1866, respectingques- 
tions of law for the opinion of the Sipreme 
Court. The case was stated in orde/ to ob- 
tain the opinion of the Supreme Ooi/t as to 
whether sluicers discharging ddbrisbf their 
claims into a river or creek, and thereby 
causing a water-race leading from the creek 
lower down the stream to be cjoked with 
gravel, sludge, and silt, are lia’ol/in damages 
to the owners of the race.

WARDEN’S COURT. 

Friday, June 25, 1875. 

(Before IF. L. Simpson, Esq., Warden.) 

Pryde and others v. O’Neil aud others. — Ac- 
tion for damages (40/) loss sustained through in- 
jury alleged to have been done through careless- 
ness, Stc., of defendants. The Warden last week 
took a large amount of evidence iu tbiscA3e, and 
adjourned his decision till this day.

1 tee, saying that rank spite was at the bottom 
of the case, because he would not send his 
children to the Borough schools. He further 
stated that he would sooner rot in gaol than 
pay, upon which the Bench ordered the con- 
stable to take him into custody for contempt 
of Court, fie subsequently apologised and 
was liberated. 

Captain diaries worth, one of the oldest 
Canterbury settlers, died at Christchurch on 
the 12th inst., from an axe wound in the 
foot, accidentally received whilst watching 
one of his men cut down a tree. When the 
burial took place, the procession was stopped 
by -the police, on the ground that an inquest 
must be held, as death resulted from an 
accident. 1 The friends of the deceased are 
of course- greatly aggravated, as Dr Frank 
had given a certificate of death caused by 
erysipelas. 

The Wellington Tribune has an aninsing 
story from Wanganui to the effect that dur- 
ing the late session of the Supreme Court 
some Maoris got into the Judge’s room and 
tried on his wig and gown, and used the 
Sheriff’s hat in a similarly disrespectful, way. 
Having committed these sacrileges they got 
away unscathed, but not so the lawful owners 
of the head gear, one of whom has since made 
his appearance with his face painted with 
iodine or some other insect destroyer, much 
to the diversion of an irreverent public. 

The Palmer River correspondent of the 
Oooktown Courier is responsible for a rather 
good yam about Bishop Quinn’s intercourse 
with the diggers there. He says : — “ At the 
Lower Township the right rev. gentleman 
was discoursing to his congregation in dig- 
ging parlance. His lordship would show 
them the road to a much better rush than 
anything terrestrial, and where the reward 
would be infinitely greater. Is it anything 
to be wondered at, with flour at 3s and 4s a 
pound, that a digger should put the question 
in sober earnest, 1 Wlmt’s the price of tucker 
there, mate'!’ or another should ask, ‘What's 
the fare ?’ ” 

A singular and mysterious affair occurred 
at Warrington. A man named Gibson, a 
discharged soldier, went to a bakehouse and 
asked the man in charge if he might be al- 
lowed to warm himself. His request was 
complied with, and the man, having left the 
bakehouse for a short time, found on his re- 
turn that Gibson had fallen into the trough 
in which the sponge was set, and that he was 
completely covered with the soft and yielding 
dough. The body was pulled out, but life 
was quite extinct, the deceased having no 
doubt been immediately suffocated by inhal- 
ing the carbonic ncid gas generated in the 
process of fermentation, and the soft dough 
stopping his mouth and nostrils. The baker 
gave orders to throw away the dough in 
which the deceased was smothered. As 
Gibson’s coat and waistcoat were found on 
the kneading table, it is supposed that he 
committed suicide. 

The Timarti Herald of a recent date, in an 
able article on the lofty distinction Sir Julius 
Vogel has so well merited, says : — Hi3 first 
intention, if we mistake not, on arriving in 
this Colony, was to open a tobacconist shop 
in the Arcade at Dunedin, a sort of colonial 
Houndsditch, where Jews in a small way of 
business congregate, and ply their respective 
trades with their proverbial industry. Meet- 
ing, however, with an opportunity of attach- 
ing himself to the Press, he took advantage 
of it, and applied so much power and energy 
to the management of the Otago Daily Times, 
that he soon made it, without exception, the 
best paper in the Colony, and established for 
himself the reputation which ha has never

After enumerating the various Ordinances 
passed by the Council during the session, 
and which had received his assent, his Honor 
went on to say : — Gentlemen, your various 
resolutions which have been transmitted to 
me for executive action shall have my best 
attention. I may Bay, however, with respect 
to one of these that there is little probability 
of any practical result. I allude to the ques- 
tion of riparian rights on goldfields as being 
one which is surrounded with many difficul- 
ties, for the solution of which I am disposed 
to think that we shall have to look more to 
the judicial than to the legislative ; at the 
same time, I shall Bolicit the aid of the Colo- 
nial Government to give effect to your reso- 
lution on the subject. Gentlemen— The re- 
solution passed by you urging that no or- 
ganic change should be made in the system 
of government of the Colony, I shall forward 
to the Colonial Government. 1 cordially 
agree with you that any proposed change 
should first be defined, and then calmly and 
deliberately considered by the people ; and, 
if this be done, the, proposal to abolish the 
Provinces will, in my opinion, find few sup- 
porters. Gentlemen — I desire again to call 
attention to the inexpediency of placing upon 
the Supplementary Estimates large sums for 
expenditure, without making an equivalent 
provision in the shape of Ways and Means. 
At your recommendation, a considerable 
amount has been so placed, the power to ex- 
pend which must be entirely contingent upon 
the revenue for the year being in excess of 
the amount upon which tho main Estimates 
have been based. Gentlemen— I have to 
thank you for your attendance, and to de- 
clare this Council prorogued, and it stands 
prorogued accordingly.

The police have procured the arrest abroad 
of Duan, the principal conspirator iu the 
plot to assassinate Bitmarck and Dr Falck, 
minister of Ecclesiastic affairs. The Gazette 
says the prisoner ia a relative of Archbishop 
Ledcliouskio. The pin; included the assassi- 
nation of the Emperor. Three men were 
hired to carry out the plot. The Standard’* 
special from Berlin says the Prussian police 
are redoubled in vigilante, having received 
alarming notices of plots against Bismarck 
and minister Falck. A special staff of four- 
teen detectives has been formed for their 
protection.

A telegram from Osceola, Pa. , dated May

town is about 30 houses— everything else in 
the place is a mass of smouldering wood and 
ashes. The fire commenced in a Presby- 
terian Church, with a strong gale blowing 
from the hill directly towards the centre of 
the town at the time. In three hours the 
devastation was complete. The people were 
obliged to fly for their lives, and leave every- 
thing behind them.

WRECK OP THE SCHILLER. 

•r • *■ 

Last mail brings full particulars of the 
wreck of tho steamer Schiller, homeward 
bound from New York, by which over 300 
souls were lost, the passengers being princi- 
pally Germans. : 

The Schiller carried a full cargo, and an un- 
usually heavy mail ; was manned, by a crew 
of 125 offioera and men, and had 140 cabin 
and 120 steerage passengers, making a total 
of 385 souls. The course of the steamer was 
up the English Channel, through the Straits 
of Dover, into the German Ocean. It is evi- 
dent that the captain, owing probably to a 
heavy fog, was conisderably out of his course. 
The part of the coast where the Schiller struck 
is notoriously dangerous, and difficult of 
navigation, notwithstanding it is abundantly 
supplied with lights. Only 47 souls are 
known to be saved. Tho Schiller took out a 
general cargo of merchandise, valued at 

159.000 dnls, and was insured in New York 
and London offices ; and in addition carried 

300.000 dols in Bpecie. The' vessel was valued 
at 600,000 dols, and was fully insured in Ham- 
burg and London Companies. A New York 
Herald's special gives full incidents relative to 
tho disaster, as follows The survivors and 
dead arrived at Penzance yesterday, as fol- 
lows : At eight o’clock there came a boat 
with seven person, then came two boats with 
women and children ; and a ship’s boat sub- 
sequently picked up the bodies of a little boy 
and four men. One man was found floating 
on a piece of wreck ; at a late hour of the 
day three more bodies were recovered at sea. 
When the boats finally reached the neighbour- 
hood off Relarriene Ledge the last mast of 
the Schiller went overboard, and scores of 
people who were clinging to it were drowned 
after having endured most agonising suspense 
during the night. The passengers had gone 
to sleep at the time of the accident. The 
Relarriene Ledge, on which the vessel struck, 
is one of the many dangerous shoals lying in- 
side the Bishops Rock Lighthouse. The 
Island of Roskear and South Bishops Rock 
fog bells ought to have been heard by the 
steamer. No such disaster as the present 
one has happened on the Cornish cuast since 
the John May in lS5o, when 200 lives were 
lost. 'The Herald says the responsibility of 
this awful shipwreck seems to rest on the 
officers. There was no storm, but simply fog 
and darkness of night, and considering that 
none of the lights could be seen, the Bishops 
Rock fog bell could have been heard, “and 
there was still a chance for the unlucky Schil- 
ler passengers, who are the victims of a 
terrible blunder. It can hardly he possible 
that an event so terrible, and apparently? so 
unnecessary, will be overlooked. The Schil- 
ler was lost on a coast well known to ex- 
perienced sailors ; not on any new or unknown 
rock, but on a reef from time immemorial 
known to be dangerous.” 

The following additional accounts of the 
disaster have been received : — A heavy fog 
having prevailed, no observations were ob- 
tained from the Tuesday, and in consequence 
the engines were brought to half speed and 
sail reduced at 9 o’clock on Tuesday night. 
It 10 o'clock the same night the ship struck 
the ledge. Great panic prevailed. Captain 
Thomas is highly praised for his conduct 
during the^ terrible scene which followed. 
Two boats filled with men refused to deliver 
them to tho captain. He fired his revolver 
over their heads to drive them out ; then 
fired at them, but without effect. After- 
wards, all who were on board theso boats 
perished. The tackle was released too soon, 
leaving the boats suspended by the bows. 
Three boats then got away. One thinly- 
lined boat was so badly injured that she 
sank. Eleven of those ahoard were rescued 
by other .boqts. Two boats were crushed by 
a falling funnel ; guns were fired from the 
steamer until the powder became wet. The 
deck-house, which was crowded with passen- 
gers, was swept away at two o’clock this 
morning^ The Captain gathered some sur- 
vivors on tho bridge, and all were gradual lv 
swept away by tho flow of the tide. The 
rigging which remained above water was 
crowded with passengers and crew. The 
mainmast fell at 7.30 a. in., with all who had 
taken refuge on it. The boats saved the 
lives of some of those who had drifted away. 
One man was rescued after being in the 
water ten hours. The passengers say that 
Oaptaiu Thomas left the bridge at 3 a.m., 
*heti the deckhouse was swept away bv a 
hsavy sea. Ho had not been in bed for five 
nights previous to the disaster. The sea 
beian to break over the vessel half an hour 
aftr she struck, and the tide rose 26ft before 
dayight. One woman was saved. The sur- 
vives who were landed escaped in the Schil- 
ler's uvn boats. All accounts agree that the 
panic which followed on the striking of the 
ship "is terrible beyond description. The 
fialierm-n report that the Schiller is firmly 
settled (>\ the rocks, and will not fall off into 
deep watb, It will be many days into the 
summer wien salvage can be effected. There 
was a life qlt in every berth when the dis- 
aster occumd, and Captain Thomas issued 
orders that- ou, should be fastened to every 
woman, but tjj women were drowned in the 
heavy sea. B<its cruising in the vicinity or 
the wreck contone to pick up the bodies of 
the drowned, *“ven mail bays were picked 
up and reeovereutwo days after the disaster. 
They contained s.ostly San Francisco and 
Auckland newspaprs. At the inquest he'd 
on the twenty boiies, H. Hall, the first 
officer of the Schill*.-, testified that at the 
time the vessel strut. Captain Thomas and 
another officer were o, the bridge, as wer* 
(also two look-out men it . Wi , other look-ou ■»

One hundred and thirty 
bodies were recovered from tho wreck, anil 
many of them., were much mutilated. 



A Sister’s Wrongs, 

The Times publishes tho following “ In 
the will of a countess, who died recently in 
England, was found a clause, directing that 
her right hand be cut off and buried in the 
park at Castle Donnington at the bend of the 
hill to the Trent, with a small cross over it. 
bearing the motto, * I byde my tyme.’ The 
explanation of this singular request sIiowg 
that the countess, who had been a life-long 
enemy of Queen Victoria, desired to carry 
her implacable hatred beyond the grave. The 
place of banal overlooks one of the Queen's 
country seats. The skeleton hand with its 
threatening epitaph was meant to point i+a 
cuid unwavering finger at the Queen, remind- 
ing lier of the injustice dune years ago to a 
younger sister of the countess. In the early 
queenhood of Victoria the sister mentioned 
was a maid of honor. Gay and thoughtless, 
the young girl had a freedom of manner 
whic.1 gave the gossips of the day an oppor- 
tunity, all too well abused, of blackening her 
fame, which had been tarnished by no crimi- 
nal act of hers. The Queen hearkened to 
the slander, and banished the beautiful but 
indiscreet girl from Ler household. The 
faulty of the scandal was shown, but not till 
the poor dishonored maid of honor died of a 
broken heart. The countess blamed the 
Queen for her sister’s untimely fate, and de- 
termined to avenge that sister’s wrongs. 
Never after did she appear at Court, and 
upon every Royal fete day kept closely im- 
mured, Her after-death pursuit of the 
Queen is ghastly, but unimportant.”— Rails. 
ra< Star. Referring to this same paragraph, 
a correspondent wrote to the Ballarat paper 
as follows Sir— In the Times article, “A 

bister's Wrongs,” of Saturday, which, of 
course, refers to Lady Flora Hastings, there 
are one or two inaccuracies. Castle Den- 
ning ton should be Castle Donnington, a vil- 
lage six miles from Melbourne, in Derbyshire 
And again — “ The falsity of the scandal was 
shown, but not until the poor dishonored 
maid of honor died of a broken heart.” The 
falsity of tho scandal was proved beyond 
doubt very soon after her dismissal ; and al- 
though her death was no doubt accelerated 
by this circumstance, it was said at the time 
that she was laboring under some disease to 
which sooner or later she must have sue 
cumbed.
